WELL GUARDED. 
Six regular policemep and two 
specials were on duty in the flooded 
district yesterday protecting proventy. 
They reported the best of order and 
attempts atthieving. . 
The cottages on First street, extend- 
ing down to Geary, were nearly all oc- 
on pied yesterday. One family only 
tok their household goods and moved 
te more elevated quarters. 
The viveyard of Mrs. Bigelow, weet 
of First street, was strewn with house- 
hold effects, lumber and debris washed 
from the houses above. Three houses 
were aleo floated down there and 
stranded. One of these is the house 
of Mrs. Matthews, another tbat of Mr. 
Windgrist, and the third belongs: to 
Mrs. Richards. In First street, oppo- 
site Vignes, is a small house which 
floated dowa and lodged in front of a 
fence. There are other houses dis- 
tributed about in various localities, with 
the wildest sort of impartiality. 
Owing tothe great confusion which 
prevails, and the difficulty of finding 
most of the sufferers, it is impossible to 
compile anything like a complete list of 
individual losses. Many of the drowned- 
out settlers, whose houses had not been 
demolished or swept away entirely, bad 
t ams in service removing their house- 
bold e ffscts. 
FLOTSAM AND JETSAM. 
At police headquarters there are * 
trunks, two tool chests, a satchel, 
bundle of bedding and a bundle of 
clothing, gathered from the wreck, 
which await their owners. 
OUTSIDE TBE CITY, ‘ 

Ot the damage resulting from the 
storm outside the city only the most 
meager reports are obtainable. G. J. 
Griffith of Los ranch learns that 
two hundred acres of his best land has 
been carried away, including a fifty- 
acre alfalia patch. A new avenue which 

he had graded at considerable expense 
was also washed away. Mr. Griffith 
was weather bound in the city, finding 
it an impossibility to reach his home. 
Below the city where the flood of the 


area of the flat lands, the damage to 
farms, buildings end stock must have 
been great. Tue damage to railroad 
property in these lower sections is fully 
reported elsewhere. 


FALSE KEPORTS. 
One of the greatest tasks imposed 
upen r during and since the 


eporters 
flood has been to run down false rumors 
of casualties. Fully twenty people have 
been drowned, according to common 
report, butthe total death roll, authen- 
ticated, numbers four. One death, o- 
curring three miles up the river, was 
reported ycsterday. Alt the facts ob- 
tained in this connection are given else- 
where. A report that the body of a 
man was found on the city water front 
yesterday and taken to the Morgue, 
proved to have been based on the fact 
that Ponet, Orr & Such received from 
Pomona the body of Mr. Townsend, 
who died at that place. They embalmed 
the body and sent it to Pasadena. 

RAINFALL. 

The Southern Pacific rain gauge at 
the depot showed a rainfall of 3.55 
inches for the twenty-four hours —— 
7 a. m. Tuesday. The gauges at 
and Newhall showed 3 50 inches for the 
same time. The total rainfall at New- 
hall for the season regates 16 34 
inches, not including the precipitation 
of yesterday and last night. 

ANOTHER FLOOD THREATENED. . 
The flood-gates of heaven were opened 
again yesterday, and a downpour fully 
as strong as that of Monday occurred 
in the forenoon and again in the after- 
noon and evening. Last night it settled 
down to a steady, hard rain. The gut- 
ters of the city streets ran full, and 


some of them, as usual, over- 
flowed. of another 
flood bed as that of Tues- 


day ** were felt, and appar- 
ently with good reason. At 7 o’clock 
reports reached headquarters that the 
river was rising. For some time after - 
wards the water rose at the rate of a 
footan hour. The police force and a 
corps of volunteers were on the qui vive 
to render assistance to settlers on the 
lowlands, should the river break over 
its bank again. 

LAST NIGHT. 
The river rose steadily until 12 
o'clock last night when it to 
recede, and it then fell as rapidly as it 
fears were enter- 
tained that the Macy-street bridge 
might go down and form such an ob- 
straction as to turn the water out upon 
the lowlands again. 
Those most experienced in the freaks 
of the river declared that they would 
not dismiss their fears of a flood until 
after 6 o’clock this morning, when the 
full discharge of the mountains might 
be heard from. 
A half past 2 o'clock this morning 
Officer Jackson reported the river still 
falling.

Notes. 


J. W. Potts states that, during the 
flood of 1862-63, immense quantities of 
wood were brought down from the 
mountains, and the plains were covered 
for miles. The people did not have to 
go far for their firewood for several 
years.

IN THRE COUNTRY. 


‘Water and Damage Done 
Every where. 
Reports from the country reached 
town rather slowly yesterday. The 
general opinion seems to be that the 
grangers are getting more than they 
bargained for. The Cerritos conntry, 
near Long Beach and Wilmington, was 
ali under water, and doubtless the

are several feet under water, from the 
combined flow of the Los Angeles and 
Old San Gabriel rivers, and the whole 
country is one vast lake. 

LOS NIETOS VALLEY. 
People who managed to get in from 
Downey yesterday, state . all the 
bridges have been swept away on New 
river. The railroad bridge was hanging 
by a few shreds, and has since gone, as 
stated in a dispatch to the Southern 
l’acific Railroad Company. A large area 
of country is flooded in the valley, eape- 
cially in the vicinity of Downey. 

LONG BEACH, 

Lone Jan. 1886.—To-day 
(Monday) a fearful storm of wind 
rain prevailed, sbaking the buildings 
aod threatening destruction. It com 
menced about 2 o’clock and continued 
till 6 or 7 in the evening. The white- 
horses were furious, and the surf and 
breakere presented quite a grand effect. 
The new wharf bore another severe test 
to-day, showing that Perry & Mott, 
the builders, and Ledbetter, the fore- 
man, did a good staying job in building 
it. Epwin Warp. 

A telephone special to the Times last 
evening from g Beach stated that 
Ligh water prevailed there yesterday. 
small portion of the new pier has been 
wasbed away, but no other serious 
damage has been done. 

SANTA MONICA, 

A message from Sunta Monica last 
evening stated that heavy rains have 
prevailed there for several days. There 
is strong ,outheust gale, and yesterday 
the east side bath-house was blown 
down, The other bath-houses would 
bave gone also, bud they not been torn 
down to save them. The ocean is very 
rough, and great waves have been 
dashing up on the beach. 

SAN FERNANDO. 

Some young men who came in from 
San Fermando yesterday, stated that at 
5 p. a., Monday, the streams in the 
valley were higher than they had ever 
b fore been in the memory of anyone 


residing in the valley. ‘This water 
must all find an outlet h the Los 
Angeles river. 


TOWARDS WILMINGTON, 
David Smith, of Compton, who left 
that place abont 2 0 ‘clock p. m. yester- 
day, and arrived here after dark, re- 
ports thatevery bridge between Comp: 
ton aod Wilmington, east of the railway 
line, is gone. The water entered houses 
in Compton to the depth of three feet 
houses which have been built ror fifteen 
and never sustained an overflow 
fore.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RIPPED ur 

Mosave, Jan. 20 — F. E. Hewitt, Super- 
intendent, Los Angeles: The following is 
about the situation: 

“Ravens, Jan. 20..The damage ie as 
follows: From Vincent to Ravene: Culvert 
114 washed out, 150 feet long and 8 feet 
deep; must be oribbed. Another washout 
at south end of enlvert 124 is 70 feet long 
and 6 to 8 feet deep. Washout from sta- 
tion 17,048 to 17,049, 11 feet; sta- 
tion 17,705 to 17,711 — washout 8 feet 
deep; station 17,759 to 17,764—washout 
8 feet deep. 

South of Ravens: First culvert 
south of south switch gone — 30 
feet long, 12 feet deep. On the fret 
curve north of south siding, washout 500 
feet long. From point haifa mile south 
of south side—track it is badly washed for 
halfa mile. At end of this, 400 feet are 
washed out 20 feet deep. First crossing 
of creek O. K. Just below the culvert is 
gone, with rails and ties. One fourth 
mile below this, 500 feet washed out 20. 
feet deep—rails and ties gone. The sec- 
ond crossing has south abutment under- 
mined. 

From Lang north to second crossing» 
of creek the condition is as follows: One 
mile north of Lang 900 feet washed out 10 
feet deep. A quarter ofa mile north of 
this 700 feet are washed out 12 feet deep— 
rails and ties gone. Ninety feet of 8-foot 
fill at south of seventh crossing gone. 
Sixty feet at north end—| Here the con- 
nection was lost. 

There is bo means of a ximating 
the time needed to put the line in 
working order, but it will ey take 
a full week, 

OTHER REPORTS. 

The Southern Pacitic was all right 
yesterday trom San Francisco to Alpin 
Station. How it may be this morning 
is not so certain. 

On the Santa Ana branch travel is 
iuterrupted. The New River bridge is 
gone, and the conductor reported that 
he was unable to get his train within 
balf a mile of the river at the crossing. 
Iu the Tejunga the destruction is re- 
rted us being something frightfal. 
The track from Tejunga bridge to 
White’s ranch, a distance of six miles, 
is a total wreck. 

On the Southern line the road is O. 
K. from East Los Angeles to Colton, 
and will probably be open to Yama 
to-day. 

There was no trouble yesterday 
between this city and Santa Monica, or 
between San Pedro and Los Angeles, 
the breaks having been repaired.

THE CALIFORNIA SOUTHERN. 

The track has been covered up in the 
Cajon Pass by a big land slide, and it 
will take several days to dig it out and 
open communications. No ieports have 
been received showing the condition of 
the line south of Colton, but the Temec- 
ula cafion is doubtless the scene of 
another ¢weeping washout. One report 
is that the washout in Temecula is as 
bad as it was two years ago, when the 
roadbed was totally demolished and six 
months were required to rebuild it. 

THE SAN GABRIEL VALLEY BROAD. 

Considering the general crush cof 
matter and wreck of worlds, this com- 
pany has reason to thank its stars that 
it comes out so well. The Downey 
avenue depot is, of course, a total 
wreck, and the track along the river 
bank is damaged, but this constitutes 
the heaviest loss. The approaches at 
both ends of its Los Angeles river 
bridge are gone, but the bridge itself 
has not been moved an inch. 
The chasms will be cribbed in a few 
days so that trains can pass. It is 
reported that the turn-table at the east 
end of the bridge has been washed out. 


There is a break in one of the ap- 


proaches of the little Arroyo bridge or 
trestle near Highland Park. If further 
damage has not been done by the later 
rains the road can be in opera- 
tion within three days after the weather 
clears up. 
‘. THE CABLE BOAD. 

The weil and turn-table pit at the 
street terminus, which were 
laboriously pumped out and scooped 
out Tuesday morning, were again 
flooded yesterday.

VICTINS OF THE FLOOD. 


The Body of Bre. Lytic Freund and 
an inquest Heid. 

The body of Mrs. Kate Lytle, who 
was drowned Tuesday morning while 
attempting to save some valuables out 
of her house during the flood, was 
found yesterday morning at daybreak, 
by officers Weed and Huston, in Mrs. 
Bigelow’s vineyard. The body was re- 
moved tg the Morgue by the Deputy 
Coroner, and au inquest held at one 
o'clock yesterday afternoun before Cor- 
over A. McFarland and a jury ‘of

Wasurneren, Jan. 12.—There are 
several important questions which will 
be bronght up in the Senate in the 
course of the next month or two, These 
relate principally to the standing of 
federal officials who have been sus- 
pended by President Cleveland and 
Democrats appointed in their places. 
The general impression has been that 
When these Republican office-holders | b 
were suspended, that was the end of 
them, and that in case where the 
newly-nominated Democrat failed to 
secure confirmation by the Senate, 
the latter would hold on until the Presi- 
dent succeeded in nominating some one 
satisfactory to the Senate. 80 well 
grounded was this belief that a consid- 
erable number of Senators, many of 
them Democrats, gravely announced 
their acquiescence in its soundness. 
Others, however, who were better in- 
formed, controverted the position, and 
there is no doubt but that they are 
correct. A fact that is not generally 
known is that a stenographio report of 
the execative or secret sessions of the 
Senate is furnished the President. The 
President is the only person outside of 
the Senate who knows absolutely what 
was spoken in the secret sessions. 
This has existed almost since the 
foundation of the Government. 
The original resolution providing 
for it was passed by the Senate 
‘as far back as 1792. It is now consid- 
ered a great breach of Senatorial eti- 


quette to report what*was done in the 
secret . Perbaps a better and 
more exact way to put it is that it is 


considered to be a great of Sen- 
atorial etiquette to be found out 
transgressing the rules, for there is 


hardly any member of the upper 
branch who will not tell about all he 
knows in relation to the doings of a 
secret session under proper provocation. 
Although the Senate endeavors to shut 
itself up in its shell whenever it goes 
into secret session, yet it did not always 
bold to that view. For over a “quarter 
of ‘a century the proceedings of a secret 
session were published in bound vol- 
umes, although they are now very rare 
ani valuable, Some of them, however, 
throw much light upon points which are 
now in dispute. For instance 1 is 
ascertained that where an cffice-holder 
is suspended during the recess of the 
Senate, his successor is appointed and 
commissioned to hold his office until the 
close of the next session of the Senate. 
It he is confirmed by the Senate then, 
he holds bis office for 8 full term. In 


case, however, the .Senate takes no 
action upon case and ad- 
journs, then the suspended official 


reassumes the duties of the office. .

President and some of the Senators to 
iook into the matter. Mr. Cleveland
